Abstract: Concepts are critical to the functioning and evolution of social sciences. 
Conceptual confusion has long been a source of difficulty in the study of social 
science and politics. W. B. Gallie’s analysis of «essentially contested concepts» 
stands as a notable effort to address this problem. This article examines Gallie’s 
framework and develops a solution to the problem of essentially contested 
concepts by focusing on the crucial stage in the research process: when the 
concepts are defined. The paper works mainly with Sartori’s classic rules of 
concept formation, and with reference to his «ladder of abstraction.»

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Abstract: The concept of economic marginalization alone is not sufficient to 
provide an in-depth understanding of the dynamics produced by the popular 
Rif movement im Morocco since the tragic death of fishmonger Mouhcine Fikri, 
who was crushed in a rubbish disposal truck in November 2016. Therefore, 
this research utilizes the concept of collective memory in order to evaluate and 
understand the extent of frustration, indignation and apprehension felt by the 
youth towards state institutions, and their acute feelings of injustice, deprivation 
and social marginalization.

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Exception of the Exception: Palestinian «Bare» 
Education under Colonialism in Palestine 
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Abstract: This article demonstrates the ways through which the lIsraeli 
colonisation has affected the structure of the Palestinian education in the 
Occupied Territories since 1967 by examining the related Israeli Military Orders 
in addition to secondary resources and in depth and focused interviews. It also 
utilises various theoretical and analytical frameworks, mainly those of Michel 
Foucault and Giorgio Agamben, to conceptualise «Bare Education», revealing 
the accumulated damage and neo-colonial legacy of education. The effect 
of colonisation is analysed here through three aspects: space, (non) human 
development, and planning. Israel has, from the outset, dealt with the education 
of Palestinians as a mere security matter. The Israeli occupation has created a 
vague (non) system of military orders and policies based on total and systematic 
disregard of the education system and on de-development in order to transform 


education from an emancipatory process for identity affirmation to a tool of 
subordination and alienation.

Abstract: Sociologists have turned to collective identity to fill gaps in resource 
mobilization and political process accounts of the emergence, trajectories, and 
impacts of social movements. Collective identity has been treated as an alternative 
to structurally given interests in accounting for the claims on behalf of which 
people mobilize an alternative to selective incentives in understanding why people 
participate, an alternative to instrumental rationality in explaining what tactical 
choices activists make, and an alternative to institutional reforms in assessing 
movements” impacts. Collective identity has been treated both too broadly and 
too narrowly, sometimes applied to too many dynamics, at other times made into 
a residual category within structuralist, state-centered, and rationalist accounts.

All research papers submitted for consideration must adopt the referencing 
guidelines adopted by the Arab Center for Research and Policy Studies (See 
Appendix I for a complete guide to the reference style used across all of our 
journals). 

All submitted works must fall within the broad scope of Omran, including 
economics, demographics, and environmental science. 

Book reviews of between 2,800 and 3,000 words in length will be considered 
for submission to the journal, provided that the book covers a topic which 
falls within the scope of the journal and within the reviewer’s academic 
specialization and/or main areas of research. Reviews are accepted for books 
written in any language, provided they have been published in the previous 
three years. Book reviews are subject to the same quality standards which 
apply to research papers. 

Omran carries a special section devoted to discussions of a specific theme 
which is a matter of current debate within the social sciences. These essays 
must be between 2,800 and 3,000 words in length. They are subject to the 
same refereeing standards as research papers. 

All submissions are to be between 6,000 and 8,000 words in length, inclusive 
of a bibliography, footnotes, appendices and the caption texts on images. The 
editors retain the right to publish longer pieces at their discretion. Research 
papers should be submitted typed on «Word». The Arabic text should be in the 
same font and not several fonts, and the English text should only be in «Times 
New Roman» font. Accordingly, the Arabic text should be in one single font 
totally different from the unified English font. 

AI diagrams, charts, figures and tables must be provided in a format 
compatible with either Microsoft Office’s spreadsheet software (Excel) or 
Microsoft Office’s word processing suite (Word), alongside high-resolution 
images. Charts will not be accepted without the accompanying data from 
which they were produced. 


4. The peer review process for Omran and for all journals published by the ACREPS is 
conducted in the strictest confidence. Two preliminary readers are selected from a 
short list of approved reader-reviewers. In cases where there is a major discrepancy 
between the first two readers in their assessment of the paper, the paper will be 
referred to a third reviewer. The editors will notify all authors of a decision either 
to publish, publish after modifications, or to decline to publish, within two months 
of the receipt of the first draft. 

5. The editorial board of Omran adheres to a strict code of ethical conduct, which has 
the clearest respect for the privacy and the confidentiality of authors (cf. Annex IT). 
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The sequencing of publication for articles accepted for publication follows 
strictly technical criteria. 

Omran does not make payments for articles published in the journal, nor does 
it accept payment in exchange for publication. 
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Omran is a quarterly, peer reviewed academic journal dedicated to the social sciences 
and published by the Arab Center for Research and Policy Studies (ISSN: 2305-2473). 
First published in the summer of 2012, Omran is overseen by an academic editorial 
board composed of experts as well as an actively engaged board of international 
advisers. Publication in Omran is governed by a strict code of ethics which guides the 
relationship between the editorial staff and contributors. 


The name of the journal evokes Ibn Khaldun’s concept of ilm al Omran, often viewed 
as a precursor to the social sciences. Born out of the perceived methodological and 
functional crises faced by the social sciences and humanities during an era of massive 
social transformations sweeping through the Arab region, Omran aims to establish for 
itself a distinct identity among prominent Arab journals and periodicals, as a journal/ 
project aspiring to build new intellectual trends and schools of thought. It thus seeks to 
bring about a qualitative leap in its multidisciplinary field (encompassing anthropology, 
sociology, social history, political science, political economy, population sciences, 
environment, and development studies), espousing in this an integrated interdisciplinary 
approach. It views freedom as the guiding principle and ultimate goal of the social 
sciences, since freedom is the essence of thought, which is also the essence of humanity. 

Submission to and publication in Omran is governed by the following guidelines: 

1. Only original work which is submitted exclusively for publication within the 
journal is accepted. No work which has been previously published fully or in part 
will be considered for publication in Omran. Similarly, no work which substantially 
resembles any other work published in either print or electronic form, or submitted 
to a conference other than the conferences held by the ACRPS will be considered 
for publication. 

2. Submissions must be accompanied by a curriculum vitae (CV) of the author, in 
both Arabic and English. 

3. All submissions must include the following elements: 

1. A title in both Arabic and English together with the author’s institutional 
affiliation. 

ii. An abstract, ranging between 100 words in length, in both Arabic and English 
as well as a list of keywords. The abstract must explicitly and clearly spell out 
the research problematic, the methodologies used, and the main conclusions 
arrived at. 

ii. The research paper must include the following elements: specification of 
the research problematic; significance of the topic being studied; statement 
of thesis; a review of literature emphasizing gaps or limitations in previous 
analysis; a description ofthe research methodology; hypothesis and conceptual 
framework; bibliography.
